*185. How do we sin against charity, or the 
love of God? 

We sin against the love of God by all mortal 
sins, but especially by indifference, hatred, or dis- 
taste for God and His fatherly commands. 

184, How do we honor God ‘ outwardly’ ? 

We honor God outwardly by attending divine 
service, by kneeling in prayer, and otherwise show- 
ing our respect. 

185. How do we sin against the outward wor- 
ship of God ? : 

By neglecting divine service or by misbehaving 
during religious exercises. 

* 186. Can we sin in any other way against the 
First Commandment ? 


Yes, by idolatry, superstition, sacrilege, and the 
like. 

*187. What is ‘idolatry’? 

Idolatry is the giving divine honor to any crea- 
ture, as the heathens did. 
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_* 188. What is ‘ superstition’ ? 
Superstition is the ascribing to certain things a 


strange, hidden power which they have not from 
the will of God. 


* 7189. What is* sacrilege’ ? 
_ Sacrilege is a profanation of holy things, persons, 
or places. 


Application: Make acts of faith, hope, and charity 
every day. At church behave with reverence, and pray 
devoutly on your knees with your hands joined. 


—* The Veneration and Invocation of the Saints. 


190. Are we permitted to honor the Saints ? 

Yes; for if we may honor virtuous men when 
they are on earth, we may, with stronger reason, 
honor them when they have reached Heaven. 

191. Why dowe honor the Blessed Virgin Mary 
above all the other Saints ? 

Because she is the Mother of God, and is there- 
fore exalted above all the Angeis and Saints. 


192. Are we permitted to ask the intercession 
of the Saints ? 


Yes ; for if we ask the prayers of men on earth, 
we ought all the more to ask those of the Saints in 
Heaven. 


193. Should we honor the images of Jesus 
Christ and of the Saints ? 

Yes, certainly ; for if we honor the portraits of 
our parents, we should, with greater reason, honor 
the images of our Lord and His Saints. 

194, But is it not superstitious to pray before 
images ? 

Not at all, as long as we pray, not to the images, 
but to Jesus Christ and the Saints whom they 
represent.

195. Why do we honor the relics of the Saints ? 

Because their bodies were temples of the Holy 
Ghost, and will one day rise from the dead to 
eternal glory.

By break- 
ing oaths or vows. 

198. What is blaspheming ? 

Blaspheming is using insulting language against 
God, the Saints, or holy things. 

199. What is swearing ? 

Swearing, or taking an oath, is calling God to 
witness that we speak the truth, or that we will 
keep our promise. 

* 200. How do we sin by swearing ? 

We sin by swearing, 1. When we swear falsely 
or in doubt; 2. When we swear without need; 3. 
When we swear to do evil or to omit to do good. 


201. Are we bound to keep an oath ? 

Certainly, unless we have sworn to do eyil; ia 
such a case to keep an oath would be to commit 
another sin. 
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202. What is cursing ? 

Cursing is wishing evil to one’s self or to an- 
other, whereby the name of God is often dis- 
honored. 


* 208. Whatis a vow ? 
A vow is a free promise made to God to de 
something that we are not otherwise obliged to do. 


* 204. Isit a duty to keep a vow ? 

Yes, it is a duty to keep a vow, if it be pos- 
sible. 

Apptication : Carefully avoid the shameful habit of 
cursing and swearing. 


Tuirp COMMANDMENT OF Gop. 
‘Remember that thou keep holy the Sabbath day.’ 
205. What goes the Third Commandment 
oblige us to do ? 
It obliges us to keep holy the Lord’s day, which 
is Sunday. 


206. How are we to keep Sunday holy ? 

We are bound to hear Mass and to abstain from 
servile works, and we should attend Catechism, 
and Vespers also if possible. 

*207. What are servile works? 

_. All such bodily works as are commonly done for 
wages or profit. 

*208. Are servile works ever to be done on 
Sunday ? 

Yes, when the pastors of the Church give a 
‘dispensation, or in case of urgent need. 

*209. Is Sunday Drones, only by servile 
work or by absence from Mass ? 

It is also profaned by debauchery or by improper 
amusements, 
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Application: Always observe the Lord’s day, and do 
not be led to profane it by the cranes of infidels or of 
wicked mex.

We are commanded to honor, love, and obey our 
parents and superiors.

237. How do we sin by false suspicion and 
rash judgment? 

We sin, 1. By false suspicion when without 
good reasons we surmise evil of our neighbor ;

Application: Shun lies. Speak kindly of your neigh- 
bor, but do not conceal his faults from those who can 
correct them.

GRACE IN GENERAL.

The grace of God is an interior supernatural 
gift which God confers upon us, through the 
merits of Jesus Christ, for our salvation. 

290. How many kinds of grace are there ? 

Two kinds: 1. The grace of assistance, or ae- 
tual grace; and 2, The grace of sanctification, or 
sanctifying grace. 


§ 1. Zhe Grace of Assistance. 

291. How does Actual Grace assist us? 

Actual Grace enlightens our understanding and 
inclines our will to do what is good. 

292. Is Actual Grace necessary ? 

Actual grace is necessary, for without it we can- 
not accomplish the least thing toward our salva- 
tion. 

293. Does God give sufficient grace to all men? 

God gives to all men sufficient grace; for He 
“ will have all men to be saved” (1 Tim. ii. 4). 

294. How must we act with the grace of God? 


We must not resist it, but faithfully co-operate | 


with it,

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295. Can we resist the grace of God ? 
We can; for God’s grace leaves our will per- 
fectly free. 


Application: Pray daily for the grace of God, and be 
careful not to close your heart against it. 


§ 2. The Grace of Sanctification. 


296. What is Sanctifying Grace? 
_ Sanctifying Grace is an unmerited gift of the 
Holy Ghost whereby we are made children of God 
and heirs of Heaven. 
297. Where is Sanctifying Grace received ? 
In the Sacraments of Baptism and Penance. 
298. How lony does Sanctifying Grace remain 
an the soul ? 
As long as we are free from mortal sin. 


* 299. Can one whois in mortal sin do good ? 
He can do good, but cannot merit Heaven. 


* 300. Is it useless, then,to do good when in 
mortal sin ? 


No; it is useful to do good wher in mortal sin, 
for we may thus obtain the grace of conversion. 


*301. What dowe merit by good works done 
in the state of grace ? 

We merit, 1. An increase of Sanctifying Grace; 
and 2. Eternal salvation. 2 

302. Must every Christian perform good 
works ? 

Yes, for ‘every tree that doth not yield good

308. What principal means have we to obtain 
grace? 


The Holy Sacraments and Prayer. 


Application: Strive most carefully to preserve Sancti- , 


fying Grace always in your heart by avoiding sin and 
performing good works.

309. Whatisa Sacrament ? 

A Sacrament is a visible sign instituted by Jesus. 
Christ, whereby invisible grace and sanctification 
are communicated to our souls. 


310. What constitutes a Sacrament? 


Three things: 1. A visible sign; 2. An invisible 


grace; and 3. Institution by Jesus Christ. 


' 311. How many Sacraments did Christ ine 
. stitute? 


These seven: 1. Baptism; 2. Confirmation ; 3. 


Holy Eucharist; 4. Penance; 5. Extreme Une- 
tion; 6. Holy Orders ; and 7. Matrimony. 
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* 312. Which Sacraments can be received but 
once ? 


- Baptism, Confirmation, and Holy Orders. 


*313. Why can they be received only once ? 

Because they imprint upon the soul an indelible 
mark, 
/ 

Application : Thank God for the precious Sacraments, 
and beware of receiving them unworthily. 


* Baptism. 

314. Which is the first and most necessary Sac- 
rament ? 

Baptism is the first and most necessary Sacra- 
ment, because before it no other Sacrament can be 
validly reseived, and without it no one can be 
saved, | 


315. Whatis Baptism ? 

Baptism is a Sacrament in which, by water and 
the word of God, we are cleansed from all sin, and 
regenerated and sanctified in Christ to life ever- 
lasting @ 

316. Why do we say that we are baptized ‘by 
water and the word of God’? 

Because Baptism is administered by pouring 
water over the head or body of him who is to be 
baptized, and at the same time pronouncing the 
words, “I baptize thee in the name of the Father, 
and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost.” 

B17. Why dowe say that ‘in Baptism we are 
cleansed from all sin’ ? 
Because in Baptism original sin, and all other 
sins committed before Baptism, are forgiven. 

318. And why do we say that we are ‘regen- 
erated and sanctified to life everlasting’ ? 

Because in Baptism we are cleansed from all sin 
and are made children of God and heirs of Heaven. 
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319. Who can validly baptize? 

Any person; but, except in case of necessity,: 
none are allowed to baptize but priests who have: 
care of souls. 

320. What vows do we make in Baptism ? 

These vows: 1. To believe the doctrines of the 
Catholic Church; 2. To shun sin; and 8. To live 
a pious life, 

Application: Never forget what you promised in Bap- 


tism, and be careful to preserve unspotted the white gar-- 
ment then put upon you. 


* CoNFIRMATION. 


321. What is Confirmation ? 
Confirmation is a Sacrament in which, through 

the laying on of the Bishop’s hands, anointing, and 
prayer, those who have been baptized are strength- 
ened by the Holy Ghost, in order that they may 
steadfastly protess their ‘faith and piously live up: 
to it. 

o22. How is Confirmation administered? 

The Bishop spreads his hands over those to be 
confirmed, and prays the Holy Ghost to descend 
upon them ; then he lays hic hand upon each one, 
and makes the sion of the Cross with Chrism upon 
each one’s forehead, saying: ‘I sign thee with the 
sion of the Cross, and I confirm thee with the 


Chrism of salvation, in the name of the Father, and 


of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost.’ 


323. Of what does the Chrism consist ? 

It consists of oil of olives and balsam. 

324. Why does the Bishop, after anointing hims 
give each one a slight blow on the cheek? 

To remind him that he shoula be ready to suffer 
for the name of Jesus. 
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3825. Is Confirmation necessary for salvation? 

Confirmation is not necessary for salvation ; yet 
it would be sinful to neglect receiving it out of 
indifference. | 

326. How is one to receive Confirmation ? 

1. One should be in the state of grace; 2. He 
should promise God to live and die a sood Chris- 
‘tian; and 3. He should not leave the church before 
the Bishop has given his benediction. 

327. What is required of the sponsors in Cone 
 firmation ? 

They must be Catholics and have been donfitee 
ed, and they should encourage on deed and word 
those for whom they stand. 


Application: Partorm without fear all the duties of a 
Catholic Christian.

3828. What isthe H oly Eucharist ? 

The Holy Eucharist is the true Body and the 
true Blood of our Lord Jesus Christ, who is really 
and substantially present under the appearances of 
bread and wine for the nourishment of our souls. 

329. When did Jesus Christ institute this 
Sacrament ? 

He instituted it at the Last Supper, the evening 

before His bitter Passion. , | 


* 330. How did He institute tt ? 


Jesus took bread, blessed it, and broke and gave 
- it to; His disciples, saying: ‘ Take ye and eat ; 
this is my body? | After that, in like manner He 
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took the chalice with wine in it, blessed and gave 
it to His disciples, saying: ‘ Drink ye all of this ; 
thisis my Blood, $55, 

* 331. What became of the bread and wine 
when Jesus pronounced these werds ? 

The bread was changed into the true Body, and 
the wine into the true Blood, of Jesus Christ. 


* 332, Did Christ give to others this power of 
changing bread and wine into His Flesh and — 


Blood ? 


, Yes; He gave this power to the Apostles with 
the words: ‘ Do this for a commemoration of me.’ 
*333. To whom did this power pass from the 
Apostles ? 
It passed from the Apostles to the bishops and 
priests. " 
*534, Wien do the bishops and priests exercise 
this power ? 
At Mass, when they pronounce over the bread 


and wine the words: ‘ This is my Body, this is my 
Blood.” ; 


* 335. Is there, then, no bread and wine on the 


altar after the consecration ?

/* 339. What does the Real Presence of Christ 
require us to do? | 

To visit Him often, and to adore Him with the 
deepest humility and the warmest love. 

* 340. What other reasons are there for the 
Real Presence of Christ ? 

He is present for two other reasons: 1. That he 
may offer Himself for us in the Holy Sacrifice of 
the Mass; and 2. That in Holy Communion He 
may give Himself to us for the nourishment of our 
souls. 


Application: Be always respectful and devout when in 
churca, where our Lord and Saviour is pleased to be 
present. Go there often to adore Him and to implore 
_ His grace 


§ 2. The Holy Sacrifice of the Mass. 


341. Whatis the Mass ? 

The Mass is the perpetual Sacrifice of the New 
Law in which Christ, under the appearances of 
bread and wine, offers Himself to His heavenly 
Father, by the hands of the priest, as He once 
offered Himself on the Cross. 


* 342, Who instituted the Sacrifice ofthe Mass ? 
Jesus Christ instituted the Sacrifice of the Mass. - 
at the Last Supper. 


*343. Is the Sacrifice of the Mass the same as 
the Sacrifice of the Cross? 


The Sacrifice of the Mass is essentially the same 
as the Sacritice of the Cross, only that on the Cross 
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He offered Himself in a bloody manner, but in the 
Mass He offers Himself in an unbloody manner, 

* 344, Why is the Sacrifice of the Mass the same 
asthe Sacrifice of the Cross ? 

Because in both the same Victim is offered- 
Jesus Christ our Lord. 


* 345. What are the parts of the Mass? 

The principal parts of the Mass are, 1. The 
Offertory; 2. The Consecration, and 3. The 
Communion. : 

* 346. To whom are the fruits of the Mass 
applied? 

4 To the whole Church, both to the living and the 
ead. 


Application: Assist at the Holy Sacrifice of the Mass 
with devotion and reverence, and try to hear Mass every 
day. 


*§ 3. Holy Communion. 


347, Whatis Holy Communion ? 

Holy Communion is the actual receiving of the 
real Body and Blood of Jesus Christ for the nour- 
ishment of the soul. 

348, What graces does Holy Communion im- : 
part to us? taal 

1. It unites us more closely to Christ and in- 
ereases sanctifying grace; 2. It weakens our evil 
inclinations and makes us able to do good; and 3. 
It cleanses us from venial sin and preserves us from 
mortal sin. 

349, Does every one receive graces in Holy 
Communion ? } 

No; whoever receives Holy Communion un- 
worthily brings damnation upon himself. 
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3850. Who receives Holy Communion une 
avorthily ? 

Whoever receives it in the state of mortal sin; | 
such aone, like Judas, commits a horrible sacrilege. 

351. What must wedowhen we have committed 
@grievous sin? 

We must make a good confession before we 
receive Communion, 

352. What other preparation must we make 
for Holy Communion ? 

We must try, 1. To cleanse our soul from venial 
sin also; and 2. Excite ourselves to fervor and 
devotion. 


3353. How can we excite ourselves to fervor and 
devotion ? 


By pious meditation and devout exercises, 

354. Which are the best exercises before Holy 
Communion ? 

The acts, 1. Of faith and adoration; 2. Of 
humility and contrition; and 3. Of hope, love, 
and fervent desire. 

355. How must we prepare ourselves as to the 
body’? 

1. We must not have eaten or drunk the least 
thing from midnight; 2. We must be decently 
dressed ; and 83. We must approach the altar-rail 
Yeverently, with hands joined and downcast eyes. 

356. What should we do at the time of receiv- 
ang the sacred Host ? 

We should spread the communion-cloth under 


_ the chin, throw back the head, extend the tongue 


upon the lower lip, and then most reverently 
receive the sacred Host. 

357. What should we do after receiving Holy 
Communion ? 

We should retire with great modesty to our 
place, and spend some time in devout prayer. 
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358. What sort of prayers ought wetosay after 
Holy Communion ? 


In our prayers we ought to humble ourselves 
before the Lord, thank Him, offer ourselves up to 
Him, express our love, and implore tis graces, 

359. How should we spend the day of Comme 
nion ? 

We should spend it as much as possible in pions 
exercises, and should avoid worldly recreations and — 
amusements. 

Application: Resolve to approach the Holy Table as 


often as permitted, and receive the Bread of Angels with 
as much devotion and purity of heart as you can attain.. 


PENANCE. 


360. Whatisthe Sacrament of Penance ? 

Penance is a Sacrament in which the priest, as. 
God’s representative, forgives sins when the sinner 
is heartily sorry for them, sincerely confesses them, 
and is willing to do penance for them. 


* 356i, When did Christ give the power of fore 
giving sins? 

When he breathed upon the Apostles and said to 
them: ‘Receive ye the Holy Ghost, Whose sins - 
you shall forgive, they are forgiven them; and. 
whose sins you shall retain, they are retained’ 
(John xx. 22, 23). " | 

062. Can all sins be forgiven in the Sacrament 
of Penance? 

All sins committed after Baptisra can be fora 
given, if we confess them and truly repent of them, 

063. What does God do forus in the Sacra- 
ment of Penance? 

1. He remits the eternal and a part of the tem- 
poral punishment due for our sins; 2. He restores. 
sanctitying grace, or, if we have not lost it, He in- 
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ereases it ; and 3. He confers other graces to en- 
able us to lead a holy life. 

064, How many things are necessary to rea 
ceive the Sacrament of Penance worthily ? 

These five: 1. Examination of conscience; 2. 
Contrition; 3. Resolution of amendment; 4. Con- 
fession ; and 5. Satisfaction or penance. 


§1. Heamination of Conscience. 


365. Whatis Examination of Conscience ? 

Examination of conscience is a serious medita- 
tion upon our sins in order to know them well. 

366, HHow must we begin to examine our con= 
science ? 

We must begin by imploring the Holy Ghost to 
give us the grace to know, to repent, and to con- 
fess our sins. 


367. How should we examine our conscience ? 


1. We should find out when we~last made a 
good confession and whether we performed the 
enance; 2. We should go through the command- 
ments of God and of tne Church, our duties in 
life, and the different kinds of sin, so as to know 
how we have offended God in thought, word 
deed, or omission. —

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368. Must we examine as to the number and 
circumstances of our sins? 


Yes; at least when they are mortal. 

369. How may children easily remember their 
sins? 

By considering how they have behaved in 
church, in school, at home toward their parents, | 
brothers, and sisters; in the street or at work; 
when alone or in company. 
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§ 2. Contrition. 


370. Whatis Contrition ? : 

Contrition is a hearty sorrow for our sins and # 
hatred of them. 

371. What qualities must contrition have? 

Contrition must be, 1. Interior; 2. General or 
universal ; and 3. Supernatural. 


t 


372. How must contrition be ‘interior?’ ? 

We must be sorry for our sins not merely in 
words but in our heart. 

373. How must contrition be § general? ? 

We must. be sorry for a// the mortal sins we 
have committed. 


374. How must contrition be § supernatural? ? 

We must be sorry for our sins not merely om 
account of any trouble they bring us, but also be- 
cause they offend God and deprive us of His grace. 

375. How many kinds of contrition are there ? 

There are two kinds: perfect contrition and @- 
perfect contrition. 

376. When is contrition § perfect ?? 

Contrition is perfect when we repent of our sin 
simply because it offends God. 

377. When is contrition ‘imperfect’? ? 

Contrition is called imperfect when we repent of 
our sin, not only because it offends God, who is to 
be loved for Himselt, but also because ‘by sin we 
lose Heaven and deserve Hell. 

378. Is * perfect’ contrition necessary ? 

Perfect contrition 1s not necessary for confession, 
but we should strive to obtain it. 


379. When must we make an act of bien tc 
tion ? 


1. Whenever we have offended God; 2. In | 
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danger of death; and 8. Also before our con- 
fession, or at least before the priest gives us abso- 
lution. 


380. Can we obtain forgiveness without con« 
trition ? 

We cannot; contrition is so necessary that noth- 
jng can take its place. 


§ 3. Purpose of Amendment. 


881. What must be joined with contrition ? 


With contrition must be joined, 1. Hope of for- 
giveness; and 2. Purpose of amendment. 


382, What is.a purpose of Amendment ? 


A purpose of amendment is a sincere resolution 
to amend our lite and to sin no more. 


383. How do we form a purpose of amend- 
ment ? 

We resolve, 1. To avoid all grievous sins and the 
proximate occasions of sin; and 2. To make satis- 
faction for our sins, and to repair any harm we-may 
have done our neighbor. 


384. How may we make an act of contrition 
with purpose of amendment ? 


We may make it in the following 


ACT OF CONTRITION. 


O my God! I am most heartily sorry for all my 
sins, and I detest them above all things from the 
bottom of my heart, because they displease Thee, 
my God, who art most deserving of all my love 
for Thy most amiable and adorable perfection. I 
firmly purpose, by Thy holy grace, never more 
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to offend Thee; I purpose to confess my sins, and 
to amend my lite. 


§ 4. Confession. 


386. What is confession ? 

Confession is the sorrowful acensation of our 
sins to a priest, in order that we may obtain abso- 
Jution from him. / 


387. What qualities are necessary for confes- 
sion ? 


Confession must be, 1. Complete; 2. Sincere ; 


and 8. Clear 


388. When is confession complete ? 

Confession is complete when we confess at least 
all the mortal sins that we remember, as well as 
their number and circumstances. 


389. What must we do if we cannot recall the 
number ? 


We must tell the number as nearly as. we can, 
and declare about how often in a day, week, or 
month we have committed tbe sin. 


390. Must we confess venial sins also ? 
We are not bound to eontess venial sins, but it 
is well to do so. 


391. When is confession sincere ? 

Confession is sincere when we frankly aceuse 
ourselves just as we are guilty before God, without 
disguise or excuse. 

*392. What should the penitent remember 
when he is ashamed to confess ? 

He should remember that if he wilfully conceals 


a mortal sin none of the sing he does confess will - 


be forgiven, and, besides, he commits the terrible 
sin of sacrilege, | 
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* 393. What must we do if we have omitted a 
sin which we were bound to confess ? 

It we have omitted any sin through forgetfulness 
we must accuse ourselves of it in our next confes- 
sion; but if we have omitted any sin through 
shame or carelessness, the confession must all be 
repeated and we must accuse ourselves of this 
omission. 

394. When is confession clear ? 

Confession is clear when we accuse ourselves in 
plain language, so that the confessor can see the 
state of our conscience. 

395. How do you begin your confession ? 

Entering the confessional, 1 kneel down, make 
the sign of the Cross, and ask the priest’s blessing 
by saying: « Bless me, Father, for I have sinned.’ 
After his blessing I say the Conjiteor as, far as 
‘therefore I beseech,’ ete. Then I say how long 
it is since my last confession, whether I then re- 
ceived absolution and performed my_ penance. 
After this I confess all the sins I can recollect, 
beginning with those which I may have forgotten 
in. my last confession. 


3296. How do you end your confession ? 

I conclude. by saying: ‘ For these, and all the 
sins of my whole life, 1 am most heartily sorry, and 
I humbly ask penance and absolution of you, my 
ghostly Father.’ Then I finish the Conjiteor. 


Take care not to Jeave the confessional until the priest gives you som¢ 
sign to go. 


$5. Satisfaction. 
897. What is satisfaction in the sacrament of 
penance? 
Sitisfaction is the performance of the penance 
given us by the confessor. 
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398. What else must we do after confession ? 


We inust, 1. Repair as well as we can all injury 
that we have caused our neighbor; and 2. We 
must avoid relapsing into sin, and must use the 
necessary means to amend our life. 

Application : Go often to confession, but not without a 
strict examination of conscience, a true contrition, a firm 


purpose of amendment, and a sincere declaration of your 
sins. 


* [NDULGENCES. 


399. What is an indulgence ? 

An indulgence is a remission of the temporal 
punishment of our sins, which the Church grants 
outside the sacrament of penance. . 

400. From whom has the Church power to 
grant indulgences ? 

From Jesus Christ, whosaid : ‘ Whatsoever thou 
shalt loose on earth, it shall be loosed also in 
Heaven’ (Matt. xvi. 19). 

401. What is necessary to gain an indul- 
gence ? 

It is necessary to be in the state of grace and to 
perform the good works prescribed for the indul- 
gence. 

402. How many kinds of indulgences are 
there? 

There are two kinds: plenary indulgences, — 
which remit all the punishment of sin; and par- 
tial indulgences, which remit only a part of it. 

403. Can indulgences be made of use to the 
souls in purgatory ?- 

Yes, all indulgences which the Pope has indi- 
cated for that purpose. as ie 

Application : Miss no opportunity of gaining indulgen- 
ces for yourself and for the souls of the faithful de- 
parted. 
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A ExrreME Uncrion. 


404, Whatis Extreme Unction ? 

Extreme Uncetion is a sacrament in which a sick 
person, through the anointing with holy oil, and 
through the prayer of the “priest, receives the 
grace ‘of God for the good of the soul, and often, 
also, of the body. 


*405. How does Extreme Unction act upon the 
soul ? 


Extreme Unction, 1. Increases sanctifying grace ; 
2. It remits venial sins, and also the mortal sins 
' which the sick person is unable to confess; and 3. 
It strengthens the soul for the struggle of deaehy 


'* 406. How does Extreme Unction act upon the 
body ? 
It often relieves the pains of the sick person, 
- and sometimes even restores his health, if it be use- 
-fnl to the salvation of his soul. 

407. Who can and ought to receive Extreme 
Unction ? 

Every Catholic wi has come to the use of rea- 
son and is in danger of death by sickness. 

* 408. How often can Extreme Unciian be re- 
ceived? 

As often as weare dangerously sick, and in each 
sickness but once. But we may -receive it again 
upon relapse into danger. 


Application: Be careful not to put off receiving this 
holy sacrament to the last moment, lest death surprise 
you when it is no longer possible tc have the attendance 
of a priest. 


* Tlony ORDERS. 


409. Whatis Holy Orders? 
Holy orders is 4 sacrament in which the full 
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power of the priesthood is conferred, as well as a 
special grace to perform its sacred duties, 

410. What are-the chief powers of the priest- 
hood? 

1. The changing of bread and wine into the 
Body and Blood of our Lord ; and 2. The forgiv- 
ing of sins. | 

411. Uponwhim did Cy Con, the priest= 
hood? 

Upon his Apostles. 

412. Was the priesthood to end with the death 
of the Apostles? . 

No; for the Church was not to end with their 
death. 

413. Who can validly administer this sacra- 
ment ? 

Only the bishops. 

414. Who can and should become priests ? 

Only those whom God has called. 

Application: Always be respectful to priests, who are 
the representatives of God and the dispensers of His 
Holy Mysteries. 

* MATRIMONY. 

415. Whatis Matrimony ? 

Matrimony is that sacrament in which a single 
man and a single woman are joined together in 
marriage, and receive grace from God to ‘fulfil the 
duties of their state faithfully until death. 


416. What is understood by the ‘forbidden 
times’? 


From the first Sunday of Advent to the Epiph- 
any, and from Ash Wednesday to Low Sunday, all 
inclusive, 

417. What of mixed marriages ? 

The Church has always disapproved of ‘ieee 
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marriages, and permits them only on certain con- 
ditions. 


Application: When choosing a state of life consult 
above all things God and the salvation of your soul. 


* SACRAMENTALS. 


' 418. What are Sacramentals ? 

Sacramentals are such things as holy water, oil, 
salt, altars, chalices, and the like, and also the cere- 
monies and blessings of the Church. 

419. How should we use sacramentals ? 

We should make a devout use of sacramentals, 
because through them we have a part in the 
prayers and blessings of the Church. 

Application : Use everything which the Church has: 


blessed, and especially holy water, with great respect. 
and devotion. 


PRAYER. 


420. Whatis prayer? 

Prayer is the raising of our hearts to God to 
praise Him, to thank Him, or to beg His grace; 
wherefore we speak of prayer of praise, prayer of 
thanksgiving, and prayer ot petition. 

421, Isprayer necessary to all? 

Prayer is necessary for salvation to all who have 
the use of reason. 

422, How must we pray ? 

We must pray, 1. With devotion; 2. With 
“hnmility ; 8. With confidence; 4. With resigna- 
tion to God’s will; and 5. With perseverance. 

423. But why do we not always receive what. 
we pray for? 

1. Because we do not pray as we ought; or 2. 
Because we ask for what would not be good for 
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our salvation; or 8. Because we do not persevere.
